Belleville offers 


jobs to workers 
aged 14-24

The Belleville City Council accepted 
a $47,497 grant from the Detroit Wayne 
Mental Health Authority to hire young 
employees part time until the money is 
gone, which has to be by Oct. 1. 

The news about the grant was a last- 
minute addition to the city councils 
meeting agenda on Monday and the council 
unanimously accepted the grant. 

The Youth Employment funding is for 12 
people between the ages of 14 and 24, who 
will work an average 28-30 hours a week. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the 
employees do not have to live within the 
city of Belleville. 

“We will have a short application form and 
they will be hired first-come, first-served,” 
said City Manager Diana Kollmeyer. 

Those interested should contact Kollmeyer 
at city hall. 

The youthful workers will be used to 
give TLC to the parks, Main Street, and 
downtown, work in the offices, offer senior 
and veteran services, do voter registration, 
and, if the city can find someone qualified, 
redo the city website. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Heard a presentation by Don Bluhm 
on the deteriorating sidewalks in the city, 
asking the council to look at fixing them 
so people in wheelchairs can travel around 
town. Bluhm said since his accident he has 
been confined to a wheelchair and he has 
found some difficulties. He gave a similar 
report to the council a year ago, but little 
has been done. Mayor Conley said she 
will place it on the council’s follow-up list 
and when the DPW director returns from 
vacation he will study the problem and 
give a report to the council. She promised 
to invite Bluhm to that meeting;

DDA decides to rebid landscaping for Ecorse/Belleville

At its regular meeting June 23, the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority decided to rebid its landscape 
work for the corner of Ecorse and Belleville 
roads. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said there was some confusion with the 
bids and so, in fairness, the DDA decided 
to reject the bids it had and rebid. 

“It’s the fair thing to do,” Ireland said, 
noting she didn't want any criticism of the 
DDA over the process. 

Bid opening was on June 22 and two 
firms submitted bids: Cadillac Asphalt 
bid $267,644.29 and WH Canon Inc. bid 
$266,000.

The DDA's cost estimate had been 
$315,687, including the Wayne County 
permit fee. 

James Allen, Director of Design for 
the DDA's planning consultant McKenna 
Associates, said while the two bids are 
close, WH Canon's bid price included 
$38,155 for excavation of all plant beds to 
install new plant mix, one lawn fertilization, 
and two mows. Cadillac Asphalt's bid did 
not include this service. 

Allen recommended approving WH 
Canon to provide landscape services 
for a fee of $286,000, which includes 
a 10% contingency fee of $26,000 for 
any unforeseen additional expenses. The 
contingency fee, if needed, was to be 
administered by Ireland. 

Allen noted that WH Canon has an 
excellent reputation with past projects 
that included: Milford DDA Streetscape, 
Campus Martius, Ford Road - Canton 
DDA, and Greenfield Village. 

But, Allen’s recommendation memo had a 
typo, stating WH Canon had bid $260,000 


instead of its bid of $266,000, which still 
was the lower bid. So, the contingency 
fee was wrong, as was the total. However, 
Canon was still the low bidder. 

This was the confusion, plus the extra 
work listed, that made the DDA decide to 
rebid. 

Present at the meeting was Randy Brown 
who runs a local landscaping business 
and works in cooperation with Cadillac 
Asphalt. 

In other business at the June 23 meeting, 
Ireland reported: 

* The sidewalks are under construction 
along the north side of the I-94 North 
Service Drive and hotel management is 
happy. She said Davenport has 45 calendar 
days for substantial completion and 70 
calendar days for final completion; 

* The township's electrician was due to 
be at the Belleville/Quirk Road Monument 
area on June 23 to provide a cost estimate 
to bring the electric there up to code (and 
avoid the issue the DDA had with the

struck and killed by a train in Wood County, 
Ohio, last week. 

The Wood County Sheriff's Office was 
on the scene of a pedestrian that was struck 
and killed by a train at 4:45 a.m. June 30 in 
Portage, Ohio. 

The deceased was transported to the Lucas

missing on June 28. 


The Wood County Sheriff's Office found 
Graves' Saturn at the rest stop in Bowling 
Green a few days after he was reported 
missing. 

Graves was a paid-per-call firefighter in 
Belleville and was last seen leaving his place 
of employment after his shift ended about 
10 p.m. June 28. He worked as an EMT 
at HealthLink Medical Transportation, 


26150 Northline Road in Taylor. He was 
wearing his HealthLink uniform and was 
presumably heading home to Belleville 
when he dropped out of sight. 

The death remains under investigation 
awaiting the Wood County Coroner’s 
report. 


Rosas held on $500,000 bond for Sumpter roller rink stabbing

Ralph Rosas, 28, of Saginaw, is facing 
numerous charges stemming from his 
part in a violent incident during a private 
party at the Rollers Skate Park in Sumpter 
Township on Oct. 31, 2014. 
Rosas was arraigned June 22 at 34th 
District Court on a four-count warrant. 
Charges are one count each of assault with 
intent to murder, assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder, armed 
robbery, and assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault). He also was 
charged as a habitual offender. 
His probable cause hearing had been set 
for July 1 and his preliminary exam for 
July 15 at 34% District Court. He is being

Zumbro bound

Robert Charles Zumbro, 34, of Sumpter 
Township has been bound over to the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice to face three counts 
of criminal sexual 
conduct with a 14-year- 
old female acquaintance 
that allegedly began in 


April. 
On July 1,34" District $ 
Court Judge David 


Parrott bound Zumbro 
over to the higher 
court after Zumbro í 
waived his right to a 
preliminary exam. 
Zumbro was scheduled to face a judge 
on July 8 for an arraignment on the 
information. Zumbro is being held in the 
Wayne County Jail on bond of $250,000 or 
1096. His court-appointed attorney David 
Lankford asked the judge to have Pretrial 
Services consider a reduction of bond and 
Judge Parrott agreed, but said, for now, the

held in the Wayne County Jail on $500,000 
bond or 10%. 

Rosas is alleged to have taken part in 
several separate incidents that night, 
including a stabbing, felonious assault, and 
the armed robbery of three separate security 
guards who were working the party. 

The stabbing victim, one of the three 
security guards involved, was transported 
to the hospital with life-threatening injuries, 
but survived and has since recovered. 

Rosas is charged the same as two other 
individuals who are alleged to have taken 
part in the incidents with him. The other 
two co-defendants remain at large and are 
actively being sought. 

They are Robert Kristopher Stilson, 25, 
and Santino Dominick Deleon, 23, who 


also is considered a habitual offender. 
Sumpter police was assisted in Rosas' 
apprehension by a 
Saginaw Bay area law 
enforcement task force. 
Rosas had served 6 
years and 8 months in y 
prison on a plea deal 
on drug charges and a 
felony firearm charge 
originating in Saginaw g À 
County. He was Ralph Rosas 
discharged from prison on June 1, 2013. 
The lengthy and exhaustive investigation 
in the Halloween incident was headed by 
Sumpter Police Detective/Corporal John 
Toth, with assistance from Corporal John 
Ashby and Officer George Salajan. The 


case was then presented to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's Office who approved 
the charges. 

After the violent episode on Halloween, 
when the roller rink had been leased 
to a fraternity from Eastern Michigan 
University for a party, rink owners came 
under pressure from the township to tighten 
up their leasing procedures. The rink 
owners had immediately decided never to 
lease to fraternities again. 

After many township meetings and hot 
exchanges, an attorney for the roller rink 
owners agreed to some tighter rules for 
parties that weren't just roller skating.

Zumbro was arrested on June 11 following 
an investigation by Sumpter Township 
Corporal John Ashby and Det/Cpl. John 
Toth. The case was then submitted to the 
Wayne County Prosecutor's Office who 
approved the charges. 

The investigation started on June 2 
after a complaint to the department by the 
juvenile's mother upon her learning of the 
sexual encounters between Zumbro and 
her daughter. 

Criminal sexual conduct in the third degree 
is a felony punishable by imprisonment for 
not more than 15 years. 

A person is guilty of criminal sexual 
conduct in the third degree if the person 
engages in sexual penetration with another 
person and if that other person is at least 13 
years of age and under 16 years of age. 

Terrance Antwan Carlton 
Christopher Michael Miller 

Charges against Terrance Antwan Carlton, 
27, and Christopher Michael Miller, 30, 
were dismissed without prejudice by 


Judge Parrott when the witnesses against 
the alleged co-conspirators failed to show 
up to testify against them in a preliminary 
exam. 

The incident was a Craigslist crime 
involving a puppy and felonious assault 
with a motor vehicle. 

Both defendants were charged with armed 
robbery, larceny from a person, and assault 
with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault) in an incident on Feb. 1, 2014 in 
Van Buren Township. Carlton also was 
charged with assault. 

Carlton had retained attorney Joseph 
Wagner and had posted the $10,000/1096 
bond. 

Miller's retained attorney was Michael 
Vincent. Miller's bond was $5,000 or 10%, 
which he posted. 

Vincent said this is the second time the 
preliminary exam was scheduled and 
witnesses did not show up, referring to a 
June 10 court date. On that date, a female 
attorney said she was Carlton's new 
attorney said she needed time to come 


up to speed on the case, so Judge Parrott 
adjourned the case until July 1. 

Miller's case had been adjourned in the 
past waiting for co-defendant Carlton's 
case to catch up. 

Vincent said a VBT detective made 30 
phone calls the morning of July 1, but still 
there are no witnesses to testify. 

Judge Parrott said the prosecution cannot 
continue without witnesses, but he said the 
charges could be refiled. 

Det. Mark Buxton was the officer in 
charge. 
Brandon Scott Freeman 

Brandon Scott Freeman, 27, was due to 
have a probable cause hearing on charges of 
controlled substance/delivery of marijuana, 
but waived his upcoming preliminary exam 
and was bound over to circuit court. Judge 
Parrott signed a discovery order for the 
defense attorney. 

He is due for his arraignment on the 
information on July 15. He had a $2,000 
personal recognizance bond and his

VBT Public Safety 
millage decision 
delayed to July 21 


Although Van Buren Township supervisor 
Linda combs had said at a special work/ 
study session on June 30 that the township 
board would again discuss the proposed 
Public Safety Millage request at the July 6 
meeting, that didn't happen. 

A final decision was supposed to be made 
at the Tuesday, July 7, meeting, but that 
didn't happen, either. 

When John Delaney questioned Supervisor 
Combs about that on Monday, she said on 
June 30 she “misspoke” and didn't give the 
clerk's staff time enough to prepare it for 
the meetings. 

Combs said she would have a proposal to 
present to the board at the July 21 meeting 
and there would be no discussion on it at 
the July 20 work/study session. 

Our report of the June 30 work/study 
session on our July 2 front page raised 
some ire in the community and had the 
Michigan Association of Fire Fighters’ 
negotiators questioning what was going on. 
The union has to be advised if the township 
is considering a full-time department and 
the union said it wasn’t advised. 

A decision on how much millage the 
township wants on the November ballot 
will be decided July 21 — we think. 

Whether it will be 4 mills renewal or 6.5 
mills or somewhere in between the public 
will have lots to say. The school district will 
probably place its sinking fund renewal on 
the same ballot.

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Knights Templar move 
from AA to Belleville’s 
Masonic Temple 


Ann Arbor Commandery No. 13 of 
Knights Templar is moving to Belleville 
after spending 150 years in Ann Arbor. 

The commandery kicked off its presence 
in Belleville with its participation in the 
recent Belleville Strawberry Festival 
parade where members marched in their 
white, summer uniforms. 

The group was chartered in Ann Arbor on 
June 14, 1865 and has spent the past 150 
years in Ann Arbor serving as a place for 
Christian men of all denominations to learn 
from one another, serve their communities 
and practice Christian virtues. 

The Knights Templar is an ecumenical 
fraternal organization with an oft-debated 
connection to the order of knighthood of 
the same name founded by the Roman 
Catholic Church in the 10th century. 

Brandon Mullins of Belleville, Excellent 
Prelate, said, “If you're looking for a direct 
line of Grand Masters reaching back from 
Hugues de Payens in 1118 to today you 
aren't going to find one. But with that said, 
the traditions and values of the Knights 
Templar did not simply disappear when 
Philip IV of France and Pope Clement V 
conspired to eliminate the Knights Templar 
in the 14th century." 

While the fate of the Knights Templar 
after their suppression is unclear, it can be 
said that the first encampment of Knights 
Templar in the New World was founded in 
Boston in 1802 and the first in Michigan 
in 1851. 

This dedication to their local community 
makes the move from Ann Arbor difficult, 
but one that has been greatly anticipated. 

"The move from Ann Arbor to Belleville 
is a bittersweet one," Mullins said. “We 
haven’t had a home to call our own since 
the Ann Arbor Masonic Temple closed six 
years ago. 

“While we’ve appreciated our ability 
to meet at Ann Arbor’s Calvary United 
Methodist Church in the interim we’ve 
been looking for a larger space for years. 
Myrtle Lodge No. 89, F&AM, has been 
gracious enough to allow us the use of the 
Belleville Masonic Temple.”

Although FOIAs 
may be requested in other formats, if there is 
any question on what exactly the requestor 
wants, the city may present a form to fill 
out;
